RAIL STRIKE 


THREAT HANGS 


IN B A LA N C E

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
nation's fourth m ajor threat of a 
railroad strike in six months 
hung in the balance today while 
negotiators considered a three- 
vear pay raise of 27 cents an 
hour recommended by a presi­ 
dential emergency board. 
Prelim inary reaction to the 
recommendations indicated that 
negotiatos representing 90 per 
cent of the U S. railroad indus­ 
try and ll nonoperating unions 
seemed inclined to accept them. 
More than 400,000 workers are 
affected. 
NO FORMAL COMMENT 
There was no immediate for­ 
mal comment (rom either side. 
They have 30 days to accept the 
recommendations, 
or 
launch 
another nationwide strike scare. 
President Johnson in creating 
the hoard Aug 
18. warned the 
dispute "threatens substantial­ 
ly" to disrupt the nation’s trans­ 
portation system. 
The hoard, with many acid 
comments about the "cum ber­ 
some’’ state of railroad lahor 
negotiations, also recommended 
fringe benefits and m easures to 
protect jobs in an industry that 
has seen drastic employment 
cuts in recent years.

E vryone has a sacred 
right to his own opinion, but it 
is not alw ays a show of in telli­ 
gence to broadcast it. It is bet­

of the 
opinions of others, and then s e ­ 
lect the gold from the dross. 
I once listened to a discussion 
w here 
four 
noted 
m en 
w ere 
chosen to talk about a prom i­ 
nent national subject. The argu- 
m ents b ecam e so heated that 
the contestant* all tried to out­ 
talk one another, so that the lis­ 
tener got nothing out of the d is­ 
cussion! C om eback’s cam e from 
all quarters — and hot. too. 
The entire world continues to 
watch the proceedings of the 
United N ations organization, but 
instead of taking a long and just 
view of so m any of the great 
problem s to be worked out, ther 
are repeated com ebacks from 
those who would seem to prefer 
their own selfish gain to that of 
the entire world.

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A Bit Of History About 
Early Settlers 


By B. P. M. MACPHERSON 


P IP E C R E E K M E E T IN G 
(Q U A K ER ) 
Records, in unadultered doses, 
can be somewhat dull — except 
to the historian and genealogist 
The diary of the Rev. John 
C u t h b e r tson, notwithstanding 
its importance to the research­ 
er, can be rather boring to the 
general reader. Therefore, the 
pioneer minister’s records of 
baptism, marriages and deaths 
will be continued, from time to 
time, 
interspersed 
with 
other 
material, in this series, until 
all have been included. 
Today, in answer to a request, 
a brief 
history 
of old 
Pipe 
Creek Quaker Meeting, located 
less than a mile north of the 
town of Union Bridge, Carroll 
County, Maryland. There was 
a close 
relationship 
between 
Pipe Creek 
Meeting and the 
congregations in this county at 
Menallen 
and 
Huntington. May 
of the members were related 
and visited back and forth. This 
in spite of the fact that, in the 
early days, all travel was by 
horseback. 
In the year 1735 the Friends, 
William 
Farquhar and 
Anna, 
bis 
wife, 
removed 
from 
the 
Province of Pennsylvania, with 
their children, and settled on a 
tract of land, given them by 
Allen Farquhar. It is interest­ 
ing to note that the town of Un­ 
ion Bridge is now situated on a 
large part of this acreage. 
• * * 


After the arrival of the Far- 
quhars other members of the 
Society of Friends soon followed 
and in due time there was the 
nucleus of a congregation living 
In 
the vicinity. 
Meetings for 
worship were held in the home 
of W 'dam Farquhar by permis­ 
sion of the Fairfax 
Monthly 
Meeting. They were allowed to 
build a hoise for worship by 


Chester Quarterly Meeting, held 
at Concord, in the fifth month. 
1757. and a preparative bv the 
Western 
Quarterly 
Meeting, 
held at London Grove on the 
eighth month, 1759, which con­ 
tinued and increased. 
In 
the 
ninth 
month, 
1746, 
came the Friends, Thomas and 
Joseph Plummer, from Patux­ 
ent, in Prince Georges County. 
Maryland; 
and 
in the years 
1750 and 1751, respectively. Rich­ 
ard Holland and William Bal­ 
lenger. with their wives. Ruth 
Holland and Casandra Ballen­ 
ger. They settled at Bush Creek 
and were, for some time, mem­ 
bers of Monocacy Meeting. In 
1755 they were allowed to hold 
meetings on First days for the 
winter season in Thomas Plum­ 
m er’s house, and in the year 
following w e e k d a y meetings. 
This continued until a house 
was built and a meeting for 
worship allowed by the West­ 
ern Quarterly Meeting, held at 
London Grove in the eleventh 
month, 1764. This was erected 
near the locality now known 
as Muttontown and, like many 
historical landmarks, was torn 
down many years ago.

After considerable time, the 
number 
of 
people 
attending 
each meeting increasing, they 
petitioned for a Monthly Meet­ 
ing in the seventh month, 1767, 
which was again renewed in 
the fourth month, 1768. being 
sent to Quarterly Meeting in the 
eighth month, 1771.

About this time (1772) the 
meeting 
house 
was 
erected, 
now known as Pipe Creek, close 
to the town of Union Bridge.

are sure Soviet Cosmos satel­ 
lites are being used to spy on 
the United States. 
The Soviet Union last Wednes­ 
day launched the 48th in a se­ 
ries of Cosmos satellites which 
the Russians describe as un­ 
manned, 
scientific 
spacecraft 
probing 
radiation 
belts 
and 
other phenomena. 
The Russians have been send­ 
ing Cosmos satellites aloft since 
March 1962. Some still are in 
orbit, following paths that take 
them over the United States at 
altitudes ranging from about 120 
miles or nearly 300 miles. 


CAN GET PICTURES 
At such altitudes, sophisticat­ 
ed cam eras can get clear and 
detailed pictures of features on 
the ground. 
U.S. reconnaissance satellites 
— about which the Air Force 
and 
Defense 
Department 
are 
silent — are believed to operate 
at about 300 miles altitude while 
passing over Soviet and 
Red 
Chinese territory. 
Information from these U.S. 
Samos reconnaissance satellites 
m ay 
have 
played 
a 
part 
in 
alerting the United States weeks 
ago to the imminence of Red 
China’s first atomic test blast, 
which occurred last Friday. 


HAVE FEW FACTS 
If so, it would have been a 
joint 
effort 
with

three years on what is believed 
to be Red China’s atomic ener­ 
gy plant.

RAGE WARMS 
FOR YOUNG 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) - 
Astronaut John H. 
Glenn Jr. 
brought this year’s Ohio Senate 
contest to national attention. 
Injuries suffered by Glenn in 
a fall forced him from his bid to 
take the Democratic senatorial 
nomination 
from 
75-year-old 
Sen. Stephen M. Young. 
Now Young is fighting to hold 
his seat against the challenge of 
Rep. at Large Robert Taft Jr., 
who bears the state’s most fam ­ 
ous Republican family name. 
Young is a veteran Demo­ 
cratic cam paigner. Fresh out of 
law school, he won his way into 
Ohio’s General Assembly in 1912 
— five years before Taft was 
bom. In 1958, when defeat of a 
right-to-work 
proposal 
also 
swept most Ohio Republicans 
out of office, Young unseated 
Sen. John Bricker. 
Taft is the son of the late 
“ Mr. Republican.” Sen. Robert 
A. Taft, and grandson of Presi­ 
dent William Howard Taft. He 
has been building his own repu­ 


tation for alm ost a decade in the 
Ohio Legislature and now, in his 
first term in Congress. 
Young has a reputation as a 
scrapper. His letters to consti­ 
tuents pull no puches. In reply 
to one letter which he consid­ 
ered offensive, for instance, he 
answered: “ Dear sir, you are a 
liar.” 


COOL AND DELIBERATE 
Taft has been described as 
cool and deliberate. He has an 
infectious chuckle, is a hand­ 
shaker — but not a backslapper, 
aides say — and generally ap­ 
pears more at ease than his 
father in crowds. 
Taft, at 47, is considered to 
have a fine future in the Repub­ 
lican party, and some of those 
partisans fond of taking long- 
range views picture him in the 
White House.
